This is a surprising statement, as it 
would indicate the necessary consumption of 
about six bushels of wheat for each barrei.of 
flour that is manufactured. It would mean 
that a wheat crop of 357,000,000 measured 
bushels, which appears to be the latest Gov- 
ernment estimate, is only equal@o about 270,- 
000,000 bushels of good wheat for the pro- 
duction of flour. We need not say that this 
would leave us in the position of having not 

le bushel of wheat to spare for export, 
even ‘after counting in the surplus remaining 
from the crop of last year. We give the 
statement without indorsing it. That the 
average bushel of wheat of the crop of 1885 
is not equal to that of 1884 is apparent from 
a glance at the statistics of daily inspection 
in this and other markets of the country; but 
the reduction in value may prove to be far 
less than above indicated.

WHY HARRISON DELA YS THE IN. 
: VESTIGATION. 

The policy of Harrison’s three lawyers— 
Brandt, Story, and Trumbull—is to fight for 
time and to find out what Judge Smith’s 
lawyers propose to do and show. Having 
looked at the cards in their hands, they will 
then know how to play theirown. They 
know where the cheating was done, and so 
does Harrison know, and it is for this reason 
that his three lawyers are determined that 
the contest never shall be brought to an issue 
if quibble, trick, and evasion can ‘prevent it. 
Messrs. Story, Trumbull, and Brandt and 
the de facto Mayor know that cheating 
enough was done in the First and Second 
Precincts of the Second Ward to wipe out 
twice his alleged majority, and they know 
that if the ballots of those two precincts can 
ever be brought into court and, counted, and 
the numbers and names compared, at least 
700 fraudulent votes will be found, and 
Judge Smith will be shown to have been 
elected by more majority than Harrison 
claims, even if no other frauds are unearthed. 
That.is the reason why they are determined 
these votes shall not be counted. 

The boundaries of the First and Second 
Precincts of the Second Ward last spring re- 
mained as they were last fall. The number 
of legal voters was no greater. The full 
Democratic vote was polled last fall, and it 
will be remembered that Harrison ran nhead 
of his ticket and received a majority in the 
city of 4,655, while the other candidates on 
the Democratic State ticket were beaten in 
the city 1,200 to 1,500, and Cleveland was 
beaten 1,800.

WARD'S RECITAL OF GUILT. 

A day or two ago Ferd Ward made public 
the history of his transactions thro a ten- 
column interview in a New York paper 
which contains so many extraordinary letters 
and other corroborative and explanatory doc- 
uments that we reproduce all we have space 
Ile reveals the names and 
the profits of men, many of them of high 
standing in the community; business-men 
who took commissions from him for securing 
him favors in financial institutions which they 
controlled, or who accepted month after 
month at his hands profits so vast upon their 


* 


investments with him that if not their con- 


sciences, still their business experience, must 
have told them that such profits could not be 


. honestly earned. Of poer Gen, Grant, Ward 


says that he never looked at the books, but 
took everything to be right. 

The New York Herald, which interviewed 
the rascal, remarks: ‘‘Ward has not ex- 
plained how he came upon the thought of 
‘contracts,’ or at whose suggestion he in- 
vented this felicitous excuse for abnormal 
profits. Was it his own? If so he seems to 
have been a sound judge of the nature of the 
men with whom he dealt. They took their 
profits, as he shows; they received their 
monthly reports of the earnings of * contracts’ 
—brt they asked no questions. They met at 
his office, and talked of the weather, and 
pocketed their checks—but they asked no 
questions. Surely, it is a bitterly disgraceful 
story of unscrupulous greed which Ward 
thus lays bare. lLife-insurance and also 
trust companies figure in Ward’s statement, 
and the public curiosity will be whetted by 
the long list of initials given as those of the 
men wlio stood behind Warner, and ‘in the 
dark,’ as Ward says, sharing the profits. It 
is curious to read his statement that he 
handed over so great_a sum to Warner be- 


cause the men behind Warner—the men 


whose signatures and initials he now gives 


7 the Heraid—threatened to make trouble for 


him if he did not do this; but if he did War- 
ner would ‘try and see that I had no trouble 
with his parties. 

Ward’s statement shows that he began his 
borrowing money at fancy rates of interest 
when the firm capital had been wiped out 
and was really bankrupt. As the New 
Tork Times observes: ‘‘He made to 
his partners no honest statement of 
their condition. Every one of his month- 
ly statements was a lie from beginning 
to end. He borrowed money on every kind 
of collateral he could lay his hands on, no 
matter whether the securities belonged to 


‘him or not. He swindled his partners and 


outsiders with equal impartiality and cool- 
ness; and kindled their hopes of wealth with 
most gorgeous and deliberate lying. He 
threw out to such as he thought might be 
thereby tempted the alluring bait of secret 
Government contracts which had no ex- 
istence in fact, and generally comport- 
ed himself as an accomplished ‘villain. 
When he seeks to show, as he does, that 
every one who did business with his firm 
made money in great quantity he tells 
another untruth. He apparently can see no 
difference between profits represented by 


worthless paper and actual money, or at. 


least s@ he pretends. The purport of his 
statement is that the Grant family made 


enormous profits, and he wishes the guileless 


to believe him. Considering, however, that 
he stripped them of all their belongings and 
brought disgrace upon the family name, it is 
very evident that he goes too tar in his de- 
mands on creduli 

In a few days his trial on criminal charges 
will begin. There is little doubt of his con- 
viction and punishment in the penitentiary | 


| to the utmost extent of the law. 


THE SERVANT-GIRL PROBLEM, 

The vexed question of “ servant-galism ” 
has come up once more for discussion through 
the effort of a number of enterprising ladies 
to establish something like a training-school 
for the instruction ot help“ in their duties. 
The project has met with considerable favor; 
likewise a counter-project to establish a train- 
ing-school for mistresses ; and there have been 
the usual number of communications in the 
daily papers from servant-girls complaining 
ot their troubles at the hands of poor and in- 
competent housekeepers, and from house- 
keepers. lamenting the inefficiency, careles- 
ness, and ignorance of servant-girls. As it 
is likely both parties are more or less justified, 
for there are always two sides to a story, it is 
a little curious that an obvious compromise 
measure has not suggested itself to them, the 
adoption of which will tend to solve the prob- 
lem in the immediate future and bring about 
something very like a millennium in the house- 
hold.

They have not been fitted to fill any position 
in the household economy. They have a 
smattering of the polite knowledges, are 
versed in the Kensington stitch, perhaps, 
can play the piano pretty poorly, and know 
the last novel of the Duchess or Ouida. 
| They have been educated for the parlor, for 
the streets, for the dry-goods stores, for 
places of entertainment, for receptions, din- 
ners, and teas. Beyond these ornamental and 
unprofitable phases of life they absolutely 
know nothing. If a canvass of the capabil- 

of daughters in families where servants 
are employed for kitchen and chamber work 
could be taken it would be found that not 
one in three, perhaps not one in ten, in all 
these 10,000 families has been so trained that

All that remained 
for the foolish girl to do was to faint away, 
of course, and then return to New York, a 
sadder, iaae, but it is to be hoped, a wiser woman, 
ready to marry some honest, industrious 
young fellow. 8⁰ long as it is the object of 
girls brought up to do nothing to get hiis- 
bands who can support them in doing noth- 
ing, why should it be a matter of wonder 
that the married condition offers no special 
inducement to young men? The ideal wom- 
an ought to offer a premium on marriage. 
Even a very ordinary, commonplace woman 
ought to present inducements enough to 
right-minded young men to make itan object 
for them to compete for her hand. The 
young woman who marries for money alone, 
in order that she may live a life of idleness 
and show, vulgarizes the ordinance of mar- 
riage and regards the husband as an incum- 
brance, sooner or later, and the end, nine 
times out of ten, is a social wreck. 

The fault of all this lies back of the do- 
nothings. It is not their fault that they do not 
know how to work, if they have not been 
taught, thongl it is their misfortune. In- 
steud, therefore, of starting a training-school 
for servant-girls or mistresses, would it not be 
more practical and more beneficial for the 
future to start schools for mistresses’ daugh- 
ters? Even though it may not be necessary 
for them to work and go into the kitchen or 
chamber, they should know how to do it so 
they can instruct their servants, If a serv- 
ant knows that her mistress is ignorant she 
will impose upon her. If a mistress gets a 
servant who not know hov to do certain 
things, she dught to be able to instruct her. 
If she cannot, how can she expect that the 
household economy will be managed prop- 
erly? The best of servants can be ruined 
by ineffitient mistresses. If the mistress 
in the parlor does not understand the 
duties of the kitchen, it is only 
a question of time how soon the kitchen will 
run the whole house. A great dry-goods 
house would soon become hopelesly involved 
if its head knew nothing of what the depart- 
ments were doing and could not instruct 
them, and yet that is just what is constantly 
happening in the relations of mistresses and 
servants, and the cause that lies at the bot- 
tom of alk the mischief is that the mistresses 
have been brought up in ignorance of the 
duties of the household. It is not a very 
cheering outlook for the solution of the prob- 
lems of servant-galism that the ne gener- 
ation comihg on the stage knows still less 
about them than its predecessor.

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THE TELEPHONE SUIT DISMISSED. 

The dismissal of the Government suit 
against the Bell Telephone Company is a 
most astounding illustration of the power of 
a great monophly to coerce the action of the 
Government in a matter of great importance 
to the public. Let the people keep in mind 
the undisputed facts in this shameful trans- 
action. Let them remember that never be- 
fore have the authorities of the United States 
Government made such an abject surrender 
of public rights at the demand of a private 
corporation. The undisputed facts of the 
record speak for themselves. 

The United States Supreme Court has de- 
cided that the only manuer to attack the 
validity of a patent is by means of a suit au- 
thorized by the Department of Justice. Some 
four or five weeks ago the United States 
District-Attorney at Memphis, Tenn., applied 
for permission to bring a suit against the Bell 
Telephone patent. Attached to this petition 
was the affidavit of Z. F. Wilber, who was 
the principal electrical examiner in the Pa- 
tent-Office at the time the Bell patent was 
granted, and who admitted that the patent 
was obtained by fraud. Other testimony to 
the same effect, and apparently unanswera- 
ble in character, was included in the petition. 
In the absence of the Attorney-General, So- 
licitor-General Goode, who was the acting 
head of the department, took the matter into 
consideration, and after two days’ study de- 
clared that he was surprised by the over- 
whelming testimony upon which a suit was 
demanded in the name of the Government.” 
In his formal written order authorizing the 
beginning of the suit Mr. Goode said that the 
evidence before him was ‘‘ sufficient to justify 
a suit in the name of the United States to 
vacate, annul, and declare void the Bell pa- 
tent, and he therefore authorized it to be 
brought on the ground of false and fraudu- 
lent suggestion and concealment on the part 
of said Bell.” — 

The next step in the transaction is a letter 
from the President to Mr. Goode virtually 
ordering the dismissal of the suit. Mr. 
Cleveland doés not question the justice or 
merit of the Government suit, but points out 
that, in bringing it, Mr. Goode did not go 
through the red-tape custom of referring it to 
the Patent-Office, and, according to the Pres- 
ident, this point of etiquet is of vital impor- 
tance. Mr. Goode replies that he did not 
make the reference because only legal ques- 
tions were involved and there was nothing to 
be gained by referring the matter to the 
Patent-Office, but out of deference to his 
superior officer Mr. Goode has decided to dis- 
miss the suit according to Mr. Cleveland’s 
desire. Thus, instead of being compelled to 
meet the evidence against it in court, the 
powerful Bell monopoly i able to force the 
Government to abandon its case with no 
other excuse than a quibble over a point of 
etiquet. The action taken is shamefal, and 
the pretense back of it contemptible,

pose. On the contrary, it has fulfilled its 
mission in every particular, and has grown 


stronger and more useful as time has passed 


on. To strike it down now—for that is what 


the proposition to turn it ont of the hospital 


means-~would be an act of gratuitous brutal- 
ity not only to the nurses and the managers 


of the school, but to the patients in the hos- 


pital as well. 

The only objections we have ever heard 
made to the training- school are: (1) That itis 
„an expensive luxury; and (2) that it has of 
late been diverted from its original purpose 
and has become more of a medical college for 
women than a school for nurses. 

These criticisms have no justification in 
the facts. The nurses furnished by the 
school cost the county one-third less than 
those employed outside. This might nat- 
urally be expected, as political nurses must 
always be more expensive and less efficient 
than those who have adopted nursing as a 
life-work. But the statement that the trained 
nurses actually cost less by one-third each 
than the untrained political nurses does not 
rest upon any loose general ideas of what 
might be expected „ it is capable of demon- 
stration in figures taken from the hospital 
accounts. 


The averment that the nurses of the train- | 


ing-school take advantage of their post- 
tions to pursue a course of study in medicine 
surreptitiously is equally untrue, The nurses 
attend no surgical operation except when a 
special requisition is made for their services 
by the physicians in charge. They are not 
taught medicine, nor do théy aspire to be 
doctors. 

In short, there is no valid objection to the 


training-school or its connection with the 


hospital; and the only hostility which we 
have known to be exhibited to it in any 
quarter comes from politicians loath to sur- 
render even the petty patronage which they 
would enjoy in the appointment of unskilled 


persons to do at an advanced cost the work 


which is now so admirably done at a very 
moderate expense by the educated nurses of 
the training-school. 


Tue. public will look. with much anxiety 
for the decision of Judge Prendetgast to be 
rendered tomorrow morning on the petition 
presented to him last Wednesday to order 
the County Clerk to prepare the blanks re- 
quired for the orderly submission of the new 
election law. It is hard to see how the peti- 
tion can be denied, unless the court is to take 
the very radical step of preventing the sub- 
mission of the law by revoking his own 
notice submitting it. Counsel clearly showed 
the court how easily judges of election can 
seize upon his failure to do his own duty as 
a shield for failing to perform theirs. The 
vote upon the rejection or adoption of the 
law will be cast into disgraceful confusion 
unless the judges are provided with the 
necessary blanks and instructed in the per- 
formance of their duty. Counsel also 
showed how the city may be precipitated into 
another contest to determine whether the 
law shall have been adopted or rejected, 
should the Supreme Court affirm its constitu- 
tionality. If the Supreme Court declares 
the law unconstitutional, wherein can 
any injustice arise out of an order- 
ly vote adopting or rejecting it? There 
should be no Submission of the law to the 
popular vote or its submission should be at- 
tended with the safeguards which counsel so 
forcibly pointed out as essential not only for 
the orderliness and decorum of the voting 
but for the true declaration of the vote 
adopting or rejecting it. Unless the court 
complies with the prayer of the petitioners 
returns will be sent in from some precincts, 
probably from most of them; but no returns 
will be sent in by judges disposed to take ad- 
vantage of circumstances the responsibility 
of which lies with Judge Prendergast! The 
community will be deeply disgraced by such 
proceedings—a community already sufficiently 
disgraced by Mackinism.

That 100,000 bu of Wheat that was posted yes- 
terday in the Canton Elevator at Baitimore can 
not have been very badiy heated, as doe was bid 
for it after the postmg, with November at 960. and 
an expense of about ic per bu agai nst the latter 
for storage. Thisis equivalent to a discount of 
only 8e per bu, which indicates a deterioration so 
small that at least some of the warehousemen in 
this city would deem themselves. disgraced by 
posting wheat for such a reason. It was intimated 
that some parties connect d with the elévator in 
question were short on the market; but this may 
have been only a reason invented to accounts for 
an otherwise very singular facts. 

The impression prevails that the recent buying of 
wheat in this market has been chiefly on country 
account. Probably this ts not . 
commission firm, acting exclusively for country 
customers, had its books balance on the short side 
of the tharket last Friday night; for the first time 
in about eighteen years. 

A good many folks on Chase are of the opin- 
ion that the Washington wheat estimates are wrong 
now, or were so a month ago. Itis difficult to see 
how there has been any real improvement in the 
crop, as the thrashing returns from many points 
say the yleld was disappointingly small. 

A note from Mr. Christian, the well-known Min- 
neapolis miller, to J. C. Harris says the yield of 
floup from wheat is only about three-quarters of 
what it was a year ago. This falling off, if con- 
tinued through the crop, is equa! to a reduction of 
neariy 90,000,000 bu from the estimated total of 
357,000,000 bu for the United States this year. That 
is, the effective yield would be reduced to about 
270,000,000 bu. Of course there are fe éxcépt the 
most rabid bulls but will think this statement is 
wide of the mark. Nevertheless it may be well to 
remember that the inspection on this crop thus far 
is very poor and undoubtedly indicates a poor 
flour yield. 

The present boom in wheat does not appear to 
be help the price of memberships in the Board 
of Trade very much. One sold about a week ago 
at $2,700 and one yesterday at $2,650.

WAS IT A SUCCESS? 

Late this after un all the watermen familiar 
with the locality lood Hock, men who for 
years have made. dshmeg ground of the shal- 
low water between Flood Rock and Mill Rock, 
were outspoken in deciaring that from the ap- 
pearance of things the explosion was not a 
practical success. Someof the men claimed 
to have wade soundings which convinced them 
the Tek was not very much changed, and that 
just as much of it would be visible at low tide as 
ever. The game opinion was freely expressed by 
Astoria people going home on the ferry- boats. 
who could not see that much of Flood Kock 
had gone under water since they went to work 


| in the morning. Expressions of disappoint- 


ment were general. A man employed in the 
Government service on Mill Rock said, on the 
contrary, that though it did not appear on the 
the surface that the dynamite had made much 
havoc, yet he had made soundings, and on all 
sides of Flood Rock he had found about 
twenty-six feet of water where there 
were only ten or fifteen feet before 
the explosion. The surface ot Flood Rock 
did not show any effect from the tons of ex- 
plosive material that was placed under it. To 
the observer it looked about as high out of 
water as it was before the electric key was 
touched. In some places the roof of the mine 
had falien infour or five feet, but only the 
main shaft was gone so far that the waters o 

the channel flowed into it. At one time in th 

afternoon fully 200 people clambered around 
on its surface without so much as wetting 
their feet. The southern point of the ledge 
was badly shaken up, but the sea-moss and 
slime that covered the most of it close to the 
water's edge remained undisturbed. Much of 
the small stone that was carried 
from the Astoria shore to build 
up standing-room around the shaft 
was not interfered with. The brick founda- 
tions of the boiler-bouse held sélid, The iron 


water-tank, tho tilted on one side in a . 


midralized fashion, had not stirred a foot from 
its original position. Niggerhead’’ poked 
its moss-covered surface above water as usual 
without a crack in n. Two more rocks that no 
waterman living round there ever saw before 
rose from the depths to keep it company. The 
long piers filled in with stone looked sound 
enough to do more service if it was necessary. 
In fact, had it nat been for the crowd and the 
floating timbers washed off the rocks by wakes 
from passing steamers, very few veople would 
have been able to see that anything had hap- 
pened. 
GEN. NEWTON IS SATISFIED. 

Gen. Newton said late tonight: ‘‘The resuit 
has justified the opinion I bave held from the 
beginning of the work. There can be no doubt 
of the complete success of the explosion, in- 
asmuch as it is impossible to conceive of any 
ground explosion in the galleries that could be 
other than a total one.“ 

„How, then, do you account for the fact that 
a great portion of the reef still remains above 
water?“ 

“That is very simply explained, and is just 
what all the engineers expected. The greater 
portion of the island above the water was built 
up from the rock excavated from below, and 
its hight above flood-tide was about nine feet. 
The force of the explosives was calculated to 
operate almost entirely on the mass beiow, and 
expend as little as possible of its energy upon 
the shell or roof. As a matter of fact, we ex- 
pected the roof to be what the sailors call a 
wash, or just about flush with the water, and 
this is relatively what is now to be seen, The 
portion of thé surface now above water is not 
over three feet in hight,’ and is in itself a proot 
of the exactness of the calculation. Below the 
rock is all broken up in pieces, easily removed 
by dredging.” 

„What, in a few words, is the practical re- 
sult of the removal of Flood Rock?“ 

„The channel ‘s to ali intents and purposes 
practically doubled, and, when the rock is re- 
moved, will be fully 1,200 feet in width as com- 
pared with 600 feet, its present dimensions. 
New York can get along very well without the 
removal of the other rocks and reefs in the 
Hell Gate Basin, and, if necessary, a new en- 
trance for ocean steamers is afforded. At cer- 
tain stages of the tide they can come in through 
the new channel without any trouble whatever, 
and with very little trouble at any stage of 
tho tide. The principal difficulty of Heil Gate 
channel will hereafter not be on account of its 
width or depth, but will be due to the crowded 
nature of the thoroughfare. There will be 
fully twenty-six feet of water, and when all the 
débris is removed probably more. The success 
of the work at Hallett’s Point and now at 
Flood Rock has brought the authorities around, 
and Ithink it very probable that the other 
rocks and reefs will have to go.“ 

Gen. Newton said it would probably require 
three weeks to survey the explosion and three 
years to remove the débris. Speaking further 
of the probabilities of the use of the new chan- 
nel for the large ocean steamers, be said that 
he had as yet made no study of the obstruc-

THEY THINK CLEVELAND IS GIVING FAT 
OFFICES TO THE WRONG MEN. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 10.—[Special.}—The 
appointment of Charies D. Foster to be Consul- 
General to Calcutta is received by the average

this city for several years and has 
lately been engaged as clerk for the 
State Bureau or Statistics. He is a 
German by birth, but speaks English, French, 
and other languages fiuently, and is regarded 
as one of the first scholars in Indiana. He was 
a classmate of Car! Schurz, and when he came 
to this country he first took service with the 
New York Staats-Zeitung. He held a position 
in the Treasury Department during Grant's 
first Administration. and afterward came West 


and edited German newspapers in Iowa, III 


nois, Ohio, and then in Evansville, Ind. Dur- 
ing the last twe_political canvasses he had 
charge ofthe German campaign literature. 


He was an applicant only for one of the 
smaller German Consulates, but the excellence 
of his indorsement secured him more than he 


asked. He has wobbled considerably in his 


political feaity. First a Democrat, be left that 
party and acted with the Republicans because 
of slavery. In 1872 he returned to the Demo- 
crats in the liberal movement, and it does not 
add to the workers“ sarisfaction to reflect 
upon the fact, which Mr. Foster's sponsors 
freely admit, that if the Administration falters 
or fails in its present policy he will probably 
be found with the Republicans again in 1888. 
Gen. R. S. Foster, whose successor as United 
States Marshal was appointed today by Presi- 
dent Cleveland. was one of the most gallant 


volunteer soldiers furnished by Indiana. He 


won the stars of a Major-General by hard 
fighting, and made such ab impression upon 
Gen. Grant that the latter said be would rather 
have “Sand” Foster to depend on in case of 
emergency than any one about bim. He has 
made an excelient officer and at the expiration 
of his term of office will resume his business as 
a wholesale grocer and commission-man. The 
new Marshal-to-be probably owes bis success 
to a fellow feeling on the part of the President, 
having served as Sheriff of La Porte County. 

BIsMAROK, Dak., Oct. 10.— Special. The ap- 
pointment of D. W. Marratta to the office of 
United Statei Marshal of this Territory is re- 
ceived with much indignation by many of the 
leading Democrats of this city. In the first 
place, they deem itavery unjust act to ap- 
point a non-resident to the best-paying office 
in the Territory. While Marratta has represent- | 
ed that he is a resident of Bismarck, he is not. 
On the contrary, be bas been a resident of 
Minneapolis for several years. He has never 
been a prominent resident of Bismarck or of 
Dakota, his claims being based upon the fact 
that he was at one time agent for the Coulsen 
Line of steamers and passed a few of the sum- 
mer months here in that capacity.

THE FARMER’S HEART MADE GLAD. 


REPORT OF THE GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENT 
OF AGRICULTURE—THE WHEAT YIELD ES 
TIMATED AT ABOUT 360,000,000 BUSHELS. 
WasHiInotTon, D. C., Oct, 10.—The following 

crop report was made public by the Depart- 

ment of Agriculture at 12:15 p. m. today: The 
corn crop is made with very little injury from 
frost and with a yield slightly above an ave- 
rage. The general average of condition 1s the 
same as last month, 95, a figure not attained 
in October since 1879. The yield per acre will 
be returned next month, but present indi- 
eations point to fully twenty-six and one-half 
bushels per acre throughout the country. 

Nebraska stands highest. Only Wisconsin, 

Minnesota, Kansas, Virginia, North Carolina, 

and the Pacific coast fall below 90. 

The returns for wheat are on the basis of 
yield per acre for the area harvested. The av- 
erage is abovtten and a halt bushels. It is 
only nine bushels on the area sown, which was 
nearly 40,000,000... The area barvested is not 
precisely determined, but will probably not ex- 
ceed 34,000, 000 acres. 

The average yield of oats will be neariy 
twenty-eight busbels per acre, insuring a crop 
in excess of 600,000,000 bushels. ‘The rye aver- 
age is 10.4 bushels, nearly two bushels short of 
the. yield of 1884. The average yield of barley 
1s about twenty-two busbels per acre. The con- 
dition of potatoes bas seriously declined on ac- 
count of the prevalence of rot in New York 
and Michigan and elsewhere. The decline from 
the Ist of September was eleven points.

A new crusade is threatened in London 
against the employment of undraped female 
models in grtists’ studios.

The models are procured from the same class 
which furnishes ballet girls to the theatres, 
Many ladies of the chorus,”’ as they 
choose to be termed, are also artists’ 
models, serving at the studios in absolute 
nudity during the afternoon and at the theatres 
in partial nudity at night. But the best of the 
artists disiike to employ .daacers or loose 
women as models because their professions are 
destructive to the lines of beauty. The models 
are paid from eighteen pence to a half-guinea 
per sitting. Sir Frederick Leighton, George 
Frederick Watts, Edward J. Paynter, L. Alma- 
Tadema, and a few other famous Academicians 
pay their female models haif a guinea for each 
sitting, and always see that they are provided 
with a substantial meal. The giris rarely go 
wrong from artists, and, in fact, are treated with 
a degree of nonchaiance while in the 
studios which excludes sexual thoughts on 
either side. The Rev. Jobn William Horsley, 
M, A., Chaplain of the Clerkenwell Prison, at- 
tracted attention to himself and sounded the 
keynote of the new crusade by his speech be- 
fore the Church Congress at Portsmouth last 
week.

The base is about four and one-half 
feet high, covered with fine black oroad- 
cloth and “ heavily draped’ with silk 
trimmings and tassels. Above the body will 
be a massive canopy supported by eight ac- 
tagonal columns, covered with broadcloth and 
silk plush. Tue canopy is urn-shaped, toppea 
with coping about two feet wide, covered with 
purple silk plush and heavily draped with 
purple plush and gilt fringe. The canopy 
was especially constructed for the Cardinal's 
remains. All night long twenty men were em- 
ployedin-its construction, and they only com- 
pleted it at noon today. 

The arrangements for the funeral haye not 
yet been completed. The clergy are in a 
quandary as to how the casket should be 
trimmed, certain rules in that regard being 
laid down for the burial of a Cardinal. A 
cablegram has been sent to Rome asking for 
instructions. In the meantime the casket has 
been ordered, and is to be made of San Domin- 
go mahogany. 

There were numerous callers at the palace 
today, and telegrams of condolence were re- 
ceived by Archbishop Corrigan from the Arch- 
Bishops of Halifax and St. Louis and the Bish- 
ops of St. Joseph, Mo., Chatham, N. B., and 
Vincennes, Ind. 

The deceased prelate will be buried in full 
Oardinal robes and mitre, and, while lying in 
state, will be guarded day and night by dele- 
gates from the St. Vincent de Paul Society.

The 
of St. Catharines Park made an 
affidavit that the horse hac not trotted there ip 
better than 3:01. This was satisfactory as to 
the classes in which Fides was entitled to 
enter, but did not cover the disqualification 
under which he labored because no time was 
taken. That the horse was not timed at all was 
admitted in a letter from St. Catharines Park 
to the National Assoc‘ation. An effort was 
made to show.that it wus another Fides that 
trotted at St. Catharines, but, while it was 
shown that there was another horse ot the same 
name in Canada, it was clearly determined that 
it was the Hughes horse that trotted at that 
park. This left three alternatives for Mr. 
Hugnes—either to withdraw his borse from the 
turf, or to refund the $3,400 improperly won 
in 1883-"84, or bave the owners of other horses 
in the races waive their rights to the earnings 
by Fides. Mr. Hughes set to work to arrange 
this, and, after weeks of correspondence, has 
just succeeded. The disqualification will now 
be removed by the National Association, and 
Fides will bave no further trouble. 
The history of this case is a salutary warn- 
ing to buyers of Canadian borses for turf pur- 
poses to look closely into their records.

Mruwavkez, Wis., Oct. 10.—| }—The 
all-interesting subject tor m secret 
society circles just now is the probabilities of. 
the abolition of that order knowu as the Patri- 
archal Circie, the admirable features of which 
‘nave been praised and glorified, and the order's 
existence fought for by its parents—wcli-known 
Milwaukeeans—for the last, six or seven 
years. Just what occasion there was 
for bringmg the Patriarchal Girole into ex- 
istence nobody appears to know, and the only 
answer the originators attempt to give when 
questioned on this point is that it provides the 
Order of Odd-Feliowship with a progressive or 
display rank far excelling that afforded by the 
uniform degree—a branch which has been 
duly legalized by the Grand Lotige I. O. O. F. 
It must be said for the Patriarchal Circle, 
which was.conceived and made a reality by 
such Milwaukee gentlemen as Peter Van 
Vechten, H. H. Sivyer, A. B. Meyers, N. Dan- 
iels, Louis Lachman, and others, that it bas 
attained a most wonderful development, cir- 
cles having been organized in nearly every 
section of the country and secured unexpect- 
edly large membership rolis. ‘This fact may 
in great part be accounted for in this way: 
Odd-fellows were anxious for a degree 
which would put them in uniform; 
the legalized uniform. degree bad 
for some reason been neglected, so that the 
moment the circle men enlisted their energies 
it was found an easy matter to bring out re- 
cruits and secure for the order a most flatter- 
maz patronage. But from the second year’s 
existence of the circle there hag been a contest 
between its members and the loyal faction 
of Odd-Fellows. It is in thie contest that 
the remarkable fighting qualities of the 
Patriarch bas been brought to the surface. 
Although censured by local threatened 
by Grand Lodges, and ordered by Supreme 
Grand Lodge to desist, he has defied all and 
gone éteadily on in bis chosen path. But now, 
it would seem, his days are numbered. At 
the annual communication of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge two ycars — resoluuons 
were passed declaring the Patriarchal Circle, 
as now constituted and operated, to be in vio- 
lation of the laws of Odd-Fellowsbip and an- 
tagonistic to the order. Legisiation at that 
meeting authorized the Grand L to expel 
from any subordinate lodge a member who re- 
tained an identity with the Patriarchal Circle. 
In some States this law was enforced, but in 
Wisconsin and Minnesota, it appears, littie or 
no attention was given toward carrying it out, 
the officers apparently being in sympathy with 
the circie to a considerabie extent. But at the 
recent annual communication of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, held at Baltimore, the fight was 
renewed with greater determination than ever. 
It was one of the first matters brought before 
the body for consideration in consequence of 
the Committee on Credentials refusing to rec- 
ognize delegates who were members of the cir- 
cle. Among.such was Peter Van Vechten, who 
has held the highest office within the gift of 
the order. A series of rigid resolutions was 
then adopted, requiring all subordinate lodges 
not to recognize us an Odd-Fellow or admit to 
the lodge a member of the Patriarchal Circle 
on and after Jan. 1, #86. The resolutions 
hitting directly upon this point are as follows: 

Resolved, That any Odd- Fellow who shall, after 
Jan. 1, 1886, retain his membership inthe Patri- 
archal Circle or its successors, by whatever name 
it may be known, orin any secret organization not 
authorized by this grand body that has heretofore 
or may hereafter require as @ qualification of 
membership a past, present, or future standing in 
this order, shall be guilty of conduct unbecoming 
an Odd- Fellow, and, on con } thereof, shall be 
expelled from the subordinate lodge. 

That for the purpose of enforcing all 
laws in relation to the Patri Circle the Grand 
Sire is authorized and empovered to deal directly 
with the State jurisdictions and the officers 
thereof, and upon a failure of the grand subordi- 
nate jurisdictions or their officers to obey the man- 
dates of this Sovereign Grand bedy upon this sub- 
ject, the Grand Sire shall suspend the charter of 
such offending jurisdictions. 

Another clause of the resolutions requires 
that hereafter every Grand Representative, be- 
fore entering upon the discharge of his duties 
in the Sovereign Grand Lodge, shall subscribe 
to and file with the Grand Secretary a state- 
ment that be is nota member of tue Patri- 
archal Circle or any other order antagonistic to 
Odd-Feliowship. ‘The present Grand Sire is 
one of the veteran Odd-Fellows who trom

RELIEVING THE LETTER-CARRIERS. 
It would be difficult to picture a more er- 
hausted and discouraged lot of men than were 
a dozen or more of the Milwaukee mail-car- 
riers when they bad concluded their day's 
work Monday last. That day three new carriers 
were added to the force, and the entire city was 
redistricted, this having been found absolutely 
necessary to relieve the overburdened sery- 
ants of Uncle Sam. About one-third of the 
force found themselves to have been greatiy 
relieved by the changes, but the exhausted 
condition which the remain carriers pre- 
sented upon rounding up their day's work was 
sufficient evidence that they had encountered 
a different state of affairs. One carrier, who, 
by the new arrangement, had been given 
twenty blocks in the centre of the 
city, and was expected to make three de- 
liveries per day, managed to cOver his territory 
once by going without bis dinner. Another, 
with a similar district, began ät ö o’clock in the 
morning and at 6 p. m. had succeeded in making 
two deliveries of letters, the delivery of papers 
and one intended letter delivery being post- 
poned. A half-dozen or more reports of 
this kind were sufficient evidence to Post- 
master Paul that there had been a mistake 
in the calculations somewhere, and that au- 
otber effort at redistricting the city was in im- 
mediate demand. Assistants and clerks were 
set to work and the carriers’ routes again re- 
arranged, so that the following day the work 
was more equally divided, 
A SENSATIONAL STORY SPOILED.

this investigation, which was to be carried into 
every department of the home, would result 
in the removal of Gen. Sharpe, commandant at 
the institution.

Supporters of the 
rival telephone companies do not intend to per- 
mit the Administration, by inference, to de- 
clare that all telephone patents save one—that 
one tainted with fraud—are valueless. The 
matter will doubtiess be heard of in the Senate 
of the United States. The counsel for the 
Drawbaugh Telephone Company; George F. 
Bamunds of Vermont, bas a seat in the Senate. 
Friends of the Drawbaugh Company say that it 
is quite as proper that their counsel should be 
ii thé Senate as that Otie of the managt d“ 
rectors of the Panh-Eleéctric should be in the 
Cabinet, they intend to find out what tne 
movements of the Administration during the 
last few weeks meant.

ENGLISH RAILROADS, 
AN INTERESTING TALK WITH Mk. . T. Ir. 
FRRT OF THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL: 

Mr. Edward T. Jeffery, the General Traffic 
Manager of the Illinois Central Railroad, who 
has just returned from Europe after an ab- 
sence of three months ahd a haif, was inter- 
viewed yesterday by a TRIBUNE reporter. 

“Of coursé,” sdid he, 1 bad a pléasantitrip. 
I traveled through Great Britain aud Went the 
usual rounds upon the Continent. 

„How do the railways in England compare 
with those in tue United States? 

“There are two or three roads in England 
which aré the best in the world as to permanent 
way of fixed plant. The principal roads there 
are the London & Northwestern, the Midland, 
the Great Northern, and Great Western. There 
is @ vast difference in the methods of thanage 
ment in that country. The companies give 
better accommodations to the public and 
the public is willmg to pay for them. It 
bas taken 9 great deal of time and a 
vast expenditure cf money to bring this about; 
but the companies seem to think that it bas 
been justified. For instance, the London & 
Northwestern is capitalized for , 000,000, 
while it only Controis 1,750 miles of road. They 
have perfect roadbeds and their rolling-stock 
is always kept in the best order. The public 
appreciatés this, and is willing to pay a little 
higher rate for transpoftation. In this con- 
try the people demand cheap rates, and är in- 
clined to prevent the railroads from improv- 
ing the Conditions Of trivél. On the Conti- 
nent the railroads are for the most part under 
colitrol of the Government, and hence the rates 
are fixed. Affairs in England were formerly in 
about the same state in which they are here at 
present. ‘There was bad faith on the part of

A FINANCIER’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 
as born in Geneseo, Livingston County, 
N. ¥., Nov. 21, 1851. My father, previous to 
my birth, had been a missionary in India for 
some ten years, under the American Board of 
Foreign Missions.

“Before my brother left for Leadville he 
made the acquaintance of Mr. U. S. Grant Jr., 
‘and they became intimate and close friends, so 
much so that they took apartments together in 
afiatup-town. Through my brother I met Mr. 
U. 8. Grant Jr., and he bemg one of the origin- 
_ al subscribers to the Evening Star, was natur- 
ally interested in the affairs of the company 
apd also in stocks on the street. By degrees 
Mr. Grant and I came together in business, but 
not in the way of a partnership until the Ist of 
July, 1880, when Mr. Fish, Mr. Grant, and I de- 
Cided that it would be a desirable thing to 
form a partnership, which we did. The terms 
of the partnership were that each should fur- 
hish $100,000, the capital being $300,000, and 
that this money should be used in the pur 
ebase and sale of stocks and bonds and in any 
legitimate mode of making money.

“I consulted with Mr. Fish and with Gen. Grant 
and U. 8. Grant Jr. about the matter. The Marine 
Bank made a loan of $18,000 April 25. 1881, to us on 
@ stock note given by Gen. Gordon and Mr. Col- 
quitt and Gen. Gordon's brother. 


A SLIP-UP AND MUCH TROUBLE. 


“Gen. Gordon failed to pay to the Marine Bank 
this loan, although repeatediy requested so to do. 
In a nutshell, Grant & Ward buy the mine from 
Gen. Gordon and others. They issue 100,000 bonds 
and put the $100,000 into the mine. They used the 
$100,000 in paying the debts of the mine and in put- 
ting it into working order. They issued 4,000 shares 
of stock, 3,000 of which are given to Gen. Gordon 
and his friends as a bonus. Gen. Gordon obtained 
aloan et the Marine Bank of $18,000 on the 3,000 
shares of.the stock. The Marine Bank repeatedly 
call on Gen. Gordon for the principal of the loan, 
and no attention is paid tothe calls. At the impor- 
tunity of Mr. Fish the firm of Grant & Ward are 
then compelied to take the loan up from the Marine 
Bank, and they do so and pay the $15,000. This 
gives them the control of the entire stock and bonds 
of the mine. March 6, 1882, a meeting of the 
directors of the company is held, and the asked- 
for resignation offered by Gordon as President is 
received and accepted, and the following Board of 
Directors is elected: Gen. U. 8. Grant, James D. 
Fish, H. G. Otis, J. H. Work, U. 8. Grant Jr., and 
Ferdinand Ward. Mr. Ward was elected President 
and U. S. Grant Jr. Secretary.. Mr. Otis was in- 
structed to make a full list of the indebtedness of 
the mine up to date, and also an estimate as to 
what the mine would cost up to May 1, 1882. Mr. 
Otis was instructed to shut the mine down, with 
the exception of a few necessary men, until May 1, 
1882, and to procure ten new cars, new rails, sheds, 
etc., and thus it was that, although when the firm 
purchased the mine Gen. Gordon said there was 
not over $50 or $60,000 indebtedness on it, they 


‘had spent up to the time the mine was shut down 


some $130,000, besides having assumed the debt of 
Gen. Gordon to the Marine Bank as a loan on this 
stock, which cost him nothing. 


A FRIEND OF THE FAMILY. 


„At the time the mine was purchased it was de- 
cided to look for @ manager, and Mr. U. 8, Grant 
Jr. suggested the name of Mr. H. G. Otis, a friend 
of his, and as the mine was considered one of the 
Grant investments Mr. Otis was not opposed, and 
he became the manager at a regular salary. From 
beginning to end the mine was a drain on the firm 
under bis management until the time when they 
found it was best to close it up rather than to sink 
any more money init. Since the failure of Grant 
& Ward the mine has been sold to Mr. Otis for the 
sum of $6,000. And thus it was through the sug- 
gestion of Gen. Gordon te Gen. Grant that the firm 
of Grant & Ward lost from $130,000 to $150,000. 
The mine becoming worthiess it was decided that 
each member ok the firm should take up a certain 
proportion of this indebtedness, and they did so 
take up $76,000 of it by paying $18,750 apiece. The 
matter of $18,000 loaned to Gen. Gordon and after- 
ward taken up by Grant & Ward was charged up to 
profit and loss account in Grant & Ward's office, 
and appears on the monthly statement of Nov. 30, 
1882. 

FURTHER LOSSES THROUGH DEAR FRIENDS. 

“In addition to this loss of about $145,000 the 
books disciose a significant dropping on account 
of the West Shore Road, the correspondence in re- 
spect of which is very interesting and suggestive. 
It would appear that certain friends of Gen. Grant, 
desiring that he should participate in what they 
believed would be a great financial success, among 


them Gen. Horace Porter, Gen. Winslow, and their 


associates, offered to him the opportunity of in- 
vestment with the comforting assurance that the 
‘calls on the subscription would be few and far be- 
tween.’ The following letter from Gen. Porter is 
appropos at this time: 

„NEW. TORK. June 20, 1881.—Dear Buck: I have 
put you down for the $200,000 in the West Shore 
syndicate. Tou spoke of wanting me to try and 
secure an additional amount for you on your re- 
turn. If you feel you want a larger interest it will 
be necessary to decide today, as the final adjust- 
ment of the amount asked for may be made tomor- 
row, and the chances of my laying claim to an ad- 
ditional amount would be better just now than 
hereatter. I merely mention this that you may 
know how the matter stands. Yours, etc., 

„ HORACE PORTER.’ 


“In pursuance of this a subscription was taken 
in the General’s name for $200,000, for which he 
was to receive $200,000 of the first mortgage bonds 
and $100,000 of the stock. The subscription was 
turned over to the firm of Grant & Ward by U. 8. 
Grant Jr., but it still stood to the name of Gen. 
Grant, and calis for payments on account of the 
subscription were made upon him at different times 
by the North River Construction Company. The 
following letter written by Grant & Ward to E. F. 
Winslow. Esq., President of the North River Con- 
steuction Company, will show Grant & Ward’s 
understanding of the amount that would be called 
on Gen. Grafit’s subscription: 

„ec. 6, 1882— F. W. Winsiow, Esq., President North 
River Construction DEAR Sm: In reply to 
your letter addressed to Gen. Grant ia relation to 
the unpaid calls on his subscription to the New 
York, West Shore & Buffalo ponds. we would say 
that the balance of the bonds willi be taken up ina 
few days. When Gen. Porter wrote us down for 
$200,000 we understood that there would not be 
more than two or three calls made, but now they 
have called $180,000 on us, which is more than we 
wanted. Still we will, with your permission, take 
up the balance in a fewweeks. Respectfully,

HOW IT TURNED OUT. 


Mr. Ward, when asked as to the result, said: 
“The firm did pay the entire amount of Gen. 
Grants subscription—namely: $200,000—and re- 

000 of the first mortgage bonds and 
found necessary to issue certain terminal bonds, 
of which terminal bonds they had to take $60,000. 
This made $260,000 invested by Grant & Ward in 
the West Shore Railroad, on which investment I 
estimate the firm lost from $120,000 to $140,000. 

In the early part of 1882, the stock market hav- 
ing depreciated, the losses sustained by the firm 
and the large demands on us for money by the

“In the same way as that followed by his brother 
Ulysses 8. Grant Jr., Col. Dent Grant, who 
was not, however, a memberof the firm, put in 
fiom Aug. 19, 1888, to April 9 1884, the sum of 
$6,093,800, on which he drew, acecrding to the 
books, checks, and vouchers, $7,254,771.33, the 
profits being $1,159,971. 33. 

“ The frat investment was made Aug. 19. 1882, 
$10,000 for thirty days, at which time a check for 
$10.9765 was paid to Col. Grant. The account is a 
marvel of amazing finance. the investments rang- 
ing from an occasional $5,000, with an insignificant 
profit of $1.500 for three weeks’ use, through mag- 
hificent growths of $50,000, $100,000, $200,000, and 
several of $300,000. For instance, on Jan. 1, 1884, 
Col. Grant loaned the firm, or invested ‘as it 
were,’ $100,000 tor sixty days, at the end of which 
he received $120,000; $300,000 for ninety days, for 
which he had $360,000; $300,000 for thirty days, for 
which he had $360,000: in other words, in return 
for his investment of $700,000 on one day Col.

A PLEASANT TRIP—NO QUESTIONS ASKED 
ABOUT “CONTRACTS.” 

“You say your relations with these investors 
were not only pleasant, but friendly. Did you 
ever travel with any of them?’ 

“Yes. In November, 1883, Mr. B. W. Spencer, 
Treasurer of the Erie Road, kindly tendered Mr. 
Jewett’s private car toa few of us for the purpose 
of taking a trip into the State to inspect the Erie's 
narrow-gage system of railroad, and also to visit 
the oil-fields of Bradford, Pa.“ 

“Who went?’ 

“The party consisted of Gen. U. 8. Grant, Mr. 
Franklin Edson, Mayor of New York; J. Nelson 
Tappan, City Chamberlain; Col. F. D. Grant, James 
D. Fish, Marine Bank; B. W. Spencer, Treasurer 
Erie Ratiroad; James R. Smith, merchant, and my- 
self. Wewere together some three or four days, 
spending most of the time in the car and enjoying 
each others’ company. At the time this trip was 
made Mr. Fish had invested with Grant & Ward, 
through the Marine Bank and others, some $2,000, - 
000, which he supposed was in Government con- 
tracts procured through the influence of Gen. 
Grant, and still all through the trip he never said 
a word to Gen. Grant about them. Col. F. D. Grant 
at the time had invested with Grant & Ward some 
million and a half of dollars in city and other con- 
tracts which he supposed were procured through 
the influence of Mayor Edson and J. N. Tappan, 
and still he never mentioned the fact to eicher of 
these gentlemen throughout the trip. J. Nelson 
Tappan at the time had invested with Grant 
& Ward some $300,000 in Government contracts, 
which he supposed were. procured through tue in- 
fiuence of Gen. Grant and his sons, and still he 
never mentioned the fact to the General or to any 
of the party. Mr. B. W. Spencer had some 830. 000 
invested in the same way, and still he refrained 
trom mentioning the fact to any of the parties. Mr. 
James R. Smith also had some $100,000 invested in 
the same way, and still said nothing. So it will be 
seen that here were a party of eight gentiemen 
who were traveling together for some four days on 
the closest social terms, five of whom had invested 
some $4,000,000 at from 10 to 20 per cent per month 
in a business which they supposed was procured 
and sanctioned by others of the same party, and 
still not a word was said by one to the other about 
the matter. Does this not look as if as long as a

realized there was no desire to investigate the

He at that 
time asked me if I would like to have him join the 
firm of Grant & Ward; that in case he did he could 
be of service to us in loaning us Money on our pa- 
per and taking the Government contracts as se- 
curity. I told him I would consult Mr. Fish about 
it, and did so, and the same day I wrote Mr. Gra 
a letter, which letter explains itself, and still after 
this Mr. Grace invested large amounts of money 
with us at high rates of interest.

“OUR BUSINESS MAY NOT LAST LONG.” 

NEW YorK, June 28, 1883.--The Hon. William R. 
Grace-—DEAR SIR: Referring our conversation 
of this date, I would say. that bave taiked with 
Mr. Fish in relation to your proposition, and we 
think it would be better for us to go on with our 
| business as-heretofore. Our house has accumu- 
lated a large surplus, and therefore feel, in case we 
offer any paper, we should prefer that it should 
stand on ite own merit. We are Willing at times to 
sacrifice part of the profits for the use of the 
money, and have done so with you heretofore, and 
we would now say that when you desire to go in, as 
you have heretofore, we will make you as good 
and generous an offer as we can, Dut we feel that 
the business can be taken care of with our own 
capital to back it, and therefore do not care to take 
any one into partnership in the matter. Our busi- 
ness is of such a nature that it may not last long. 
Therefore we want to keep all we can of the profits 
while it does last.

THE INNOCENT MARINE BANK. 

“One of the marvels in ali this Alladin-like 
structure and one of the ungetatables has been the 
position occupied by the Marine Bank, which Mr. 
Ward is supposed to have ruined through his friend 
and partner, Mr. Fish, As matter of fact it ap- 
peurs by the books that the Marine National Bank, 
ite President, and directors kept with Grant & Ward 
a contract and profit account precisely like the 
specimen given above, precisely like that of all the 
dealers with that extraordinary firm. Their deal- 
ings began in the latter part of 1882 and continued 
down to the middie of April, 1884. Not to make 
two bites of this rotund cherry, suffice it to say 
that between November, 1882, and Feb. 15, 1884, the 
Marine National Bank invested, or loaned, or what- 
ever to Grant 4 Ward ia small sums $4,144,000, and 
that in that same period the Marine National Bank

banks well or tll conducted, to have a Committee 
of Examiners selected by the Board of Direction 
every three or six months, whose duty it was to 
scrutinize every loan; and yet atthe trial of Mr.

„ we never heard of it or knew of lt.“ aggregated 
in the short period mentioned $832,836.33, and were 
applied to the iiquidation of bad debts and to the 
purchase of real estate inthe name of the bank 
itself. In view of that the pretense by the officers 
of the bank that they knew nothing of these loans 
or contracts would seem to be tolerably apoch- 
ryphal. 

It appeared on the Fish trial there was a com- 
mittee of five or six appointed by the board twice 
or three times a year to examine the bank. This 
committee went over every loan, pat it down on 
paper and examined the security, and at the last 
examination, held but a short time before the fall - 
ure, they went all over the enveloped loans of 
Grant 4 Ward and passed them as all right.“ 
They should have known that these loans were be- 
ing made without collaterai, and that tne bank was 
making big profits on them. They presumptively 
knew that these profits were being used to wipe out 
the bad debts ot the bank, of which there were 
many. This committee made an examination April 
2. 1884, and at the time Grant & Ward had some 
$490,000 worth of loans there without security, but 
still the committee reported the bank O. K.“

An Unenvab'e Trip Across the Channsl 


The Political Muddle—Oid and 
New Jersey. 


BrarcuTox, Eng., Sept. 24.—[Special Corre- 
gpondence.j—I bave spent six weeks in Nor- 
mandy and Brittany and seen much that would 


interest not only the antiquary and we 


man curious in bis fellow-man, but 
‘giso the pilgrim of the picturesque 
or the butterfly of society. Ihave filled a 
sketeb-book with Eleventh Century ornaments 
and grotesque goblins, mascarons, tracery, 
and corbeis, taken from cloisters and Norman 
cburebes, and have had sea-batns and baunted 
eas nos at several gay and festive watermg- 
places. It muy astonish some of your readers 
o learn that Havre is one of 
the latter, and that it is moreover a singu- 
jarly and strangely clean city. For, in tne 
fret place, one does not generally associate 
any large commercial town with refreshing 
geaside and bathing life, much less with salu- 
prious neatness. There is no reason why New 
York, and Boston, and Liverpool should 
not include within their limits vast and beauti- 
ful seaside hotels and beach-bathing any more 
tan they sbould not have a wagnificent ar- 
eade like that of Milan, which is of it- 
gelt enough to prevent any one dweill- 
ing therein from ever being quite unbappy. 
But the world at large aiways fancies 
that nothing is really enjoyable unless it is 
somewhere else. Not so the Havre people. 
Living by the Atlantic, they bave reserved a 
beach—such as it is, for, like many Norman 
peach 8, it is all shingle—i. e., yards deep in 
fiinty little and great pebbies. By this is the 
grand Hote! Frascati, with its casino and vast 


* piazza, where one may actually pass the whole 


day in comfort. A casino is a place in which 
vou may read the newspapers, order all kinds 
of refreshments, smoke, play billiards, attend 
„ theatricals’’ and concerts whenever they are 
on, walk up and down by the hour looking at 
other promenaders, ant finally play at the 
horses, or horse-roulet. This is all the rage 
now in France. The newspapers talk of put- 
ting it down, but it goes on booming like a 
green bay tree. It is a large circle, in which 
art eight toy horses, which circulate by ma- 
chinery and go at a touch. They are all put 
together in a row and started, and the one 
which is first at the post after a given number 
of rounds is, of course, the winner. You pay 
one frano for a ticket, and if the horse named 
ov your ticket is ahead, then you receive all 
the pool minus one franc, which goes to the 
bank. That is to sey, you rece:.ve sev- 
en tranes for the pools limited 
to one series of eight tickets. 
As there is about one race to a minute or two 
ope can lose about 60 francs an bour. But 
there is also a two-frane table, at which the 
stake is doubled, so that, despite ail that is 
said as to the horses being on ya picayune 
and one-Uorse game, most travelers can, if so 
minded, get themseives pretty well cleaned out 
at it by due perseverance. I suggested 68 
much to a very blatant New-Yorker who 
spoke contemptuously of it, boasting of the 
immense sums which changed hands at his 
club, where they would as soon have played 
ai marbks for coppers as at any such no ac- 
count game as the horses.- This was a man 
whom an bour’s losses at the littie race would 
have kept on very close economy for a week; 
but be wus on his travels and must needs talk 


loud. 


WATCHING THE BATHERS. 

The most enterta ning part of Frascati life is 
watching the bathers. French men and women 
do everything for show. They are an exhibi- 
tion or rehearsal unto themselves when there 
are no other spectators, but they are never off 
the boards. I by no mearis condeinn this any 
more than I entirely praise an utter disregard 
of what peoplethink. Either carried Gut to 


* ‘periection would make us behave ourselves. 


However, peopie who live like potatoes, entire- 
ly by one another's eyes, cannot fail to make 
the most of beach bathing. One can dress 
dramatically for it, and they do dress—or un- 
dress—with a vengeance. There are women, 
net a few, who change their bathing 
costumes twice a day and exhaust me- 
nuity in devising toilets de mer. 
The French who bathe al swim because it 
Jooks wel. It is amusing to see the men 
wrapped in haiks with bournus, or some other 
mantle, guing down (smokmg, of course) to 
the beach, and then being divested of their 
Wraps as if they were the most delicate kind 
of $50,000 horses about to race. It is not less 
moving to see them come out of the water, and 
be enveloped again, the delicate deurs! for 
fear of catching cold. A foot-bath of hot water 
invariably awa:ts them in their bath-house. 
When this was brought to me I said I preferred 
itcold. “The English all do.“ remarked the 
attendant. But the cream of the fun is in the 
frisky girls, not a few, who baunt these places, 
and who contrive to make the m- 
Selves as piquante as 80 many mermaids 
on a bender. I am told that the object of 
Obliging people to go to and from the beach in 
haiks, shrouds, or dressing-gowns is to promote 
modesty. lf this is so ali that I can say is that 
itis an abject and ignomunious failure. The 
show goes on just the same. 

It is worth noting that, though multitudes in 
France bathe detore the world in stylish 
dresses, one very seldom sees men on the 
beaches taking baths for nothing at any early 
bour or in retired places. It one is at an En- 
giish bathing-town and will go down to the 
shore before 8 o’clock be may see scores of 
poor young men and boys taking their swims 
and enjoying them w.th all their bearts. The 
reason, as | said before, lies in this: that a 
Frenchman wasbes to look clean and the En- 
giishman to be clean or to grow strong. 

LONELY IN ITS CLEANLINESS. 

Hayre, as 1 said, is a very clean town. Why 
the cholera has not this summer spread all 
over France is to mea mystery. Except Havre, 
Ibave not been even in a Norman village in 
Which on is not sickened at every 
Step by stenches. There is among al 

nebmen, and especially the middle 
and lower ‘classes, an ind fference to decency 
Which seems to be allied toa positive liking 
ior its opposit. House dors and cats, and even 
the better breeds of p gs, have an instinctive 
repugnance to what does not appear to offend 
in any way any French man or woman. This 
month all the Pa:is papers are groaning and 
wailing over the borribie smells of the Capital 
City by night. And so it will be until the

chairs, the blue sky, and the biue-gray English 
Channel. in the distanve a steamer leaves 
behind a long train of smoke, the direction ot 
which indicates that she is going to Dieppe. 
Apropos of these Channel steamers, it is an 
axiom in France that in laying taxes one must 
know how to piuck chickens without making 
them squall. And one of their dodges is to 
tax every passenger who enters France a 
franc. That is to say, the steamboat com- 
panies must pay to the Government one franc 
a bead on all their fares, and the companies, 
of course, raise the prices accordingly. Now, 
as there ure about 100 English who go 
to or come from France to one French- 
man, this virtuaily amounts to a 
squeeze of i. perfidious Albion. Even 
so of old the Camden & Amboy Railwa, 
charged all forriners going to or from New 
York and Philadelphia $3, while those who 
went to intermediate points paid so very little 
that a man could go from Philadelphia to New 
Brunswick, stay all night at Benny Stelle’s, 
get a game supper end a good breakfast, 
and then reach New York—all tor $2.50. 
Whence it came that New Jersey, be- 
fore the War, was said to be out of the 
Union. By the way, some strange fatality 
seems to attach to this name and makes the 
place which bears it always an outsider. New 
Jersey is said in joke not to be American, and 
tue original Old Jersey, the isiand, is neither 
English nor French. The people speak both 
languages, but what they really are is more 
thun they themselves really know. One thing 
is at least certain—that they export to England 
great quantities of early vegetables, fine fruit, 
and pretty girls, tor all of which they are de- 
servediy famous. It is usual for everybody in 
England to speak favorably and kindly of the 
Channel Isianders—they seem to be general 
favorits with the Southampton folk and the 
south coast people.

He is 
interested in several local industrial enter- 
prises, such as the Edmonds Manufacturing 
Company and a down-river ſee concern. But 
these investments return him but littie reve- 
mue. His principal income is derived from his 
valuable coal property near Pittsburg, which 
he has owned for a quarter of acentury. The 
story of how he got this property has never be- 


fore been in print. Like most newspaper men, 
Mr. Blame was as poor as a church mouse 
when be was slinging ink. He was- not suatis- 
fied with eking out a mere sustenance for his 
family. His great dream from boyhood was 
the acquisition of wea:th: He was not uncon: 
scious that he was a boru financier. -His 
subsequent history shows his natural ca- 
pacity, foresight, and a? gag in money- 
making and in pusbing his pportunities. 
What is more, he never seemed cast down 
or discouraged by losses. Mr. Blaine 
knew the prospective vaiue of his coal 
property in Pé@nnsyivania, and one day he 
made up his mind that he would buy it. He 
bad not a cent of money in his coffers, but 
there were rich citizens here wno, he fancied, 
would heip nim. He needed $10,000. These 
gentlemen all liked Blaine and knew that he 
was smart as a whip, but when it caine to loan- 
ing One in his cireumstances the amount of 
shekeis be asked for they paused and consid- 
ered. His effort was unsuccessful. Any other 
favor h.3 mone, ed friends Were willing to ex- 
tend him exoept financial aid fur a speculative 
purpose. That was business. It was not ir 
Blaine’s makeup to be disheartened. He had 
a brother-in-law in Boston who was a wealthy 
merchant. A fortune stared him in the face if 
he could raise the wherewithal. He shipped to 
Boston. Jacob Stanwood heard his story and 
thought well of the investment. He had faith 
to believe that bis sister’s husband ran no risk 
and would honorably meet his obiiyrations, as 
be alterward did. The money was torthcom- 
ing, and Biatne lost no time in making his cov- 
eted purchase. At the time he bought it the 
property was absolutely worth $40,000 more 
than he paid fordt. Since then, with the addi- 
tional coal lands Mr. Blaine has purchased. it 
has largely enhanced in value. 


HIGH EXLOSIVaS. 


SOME EUROPEAN EXPERIMENTS—DYNAMITE 
AND GUN COTTON NOT GOOD FOR SHELLS. 
Court Journal: The experiments with high 

explosives have been concluded at Lydd. Ar- 


ro ~ 


though the results have not been of such a 


pature as to justify any practicai use of dyna- 
mite, gun cotton, or other dangerous com- 
pounds in connection with shell firing, stul 
much valuable information has been obtained. 
It is foued that the effect of the exrp.osives 
against earthworks, intrenchments, etc., is not 
greater than that of shells filled with the ordi- 
nary gunpower, and, of course, the danger of 
premature bursts constitutes a drawback 
to their use. Gun cotton isof least value, 
the shells neariy ail veing bind. e., the 
tuse faiis to ignite, or rather to detonate the 
charges. Silasting gelatine, on the other hand, 
was found to act too soon, and it was this ever- 
getio compound which, after twice bursting 
the sheils prematurely, on the third round 
shattered the howitzer irom which :t was fired. 
Another method was that invented by a Ger- 
man who conducted his experiments in person, 
and this was, on the whole, successful. Nitric 
acid and another bighly dangerous chemical 
were inclosed zu the shells in lass flasks, and 
on the shock of discharge the flusks were 
broken, the two substances being subsequently 
therougtiy mixed by the rotation of the she. 
in its progress through the air. The second 
shock, when the sheil struck the ground, ex- 
ploged the latter With excellent effect. It is 
admitted that where it would be necessary to 
make a breach in a fort or vessel defended by 
metal plating Of any kind these shells would be 
superior in to the ordimury projectiies 
fired with gunpowder. Their action is iocal— 
that is, the whole or neariy the whole of the 
force is on the’ spot where the shell 
strikes. _bDlastmg geiatine ie now bemg 
utilized by the Royal Engineers, who are about 
to conduct a series of interesting experiments 
in its use in Col with the demoiition of 
stockades and other simi.ar defenses. The 
question will have been thorouchl]. gone into 
before the stock of explosives ts exhausted.

Correspondenoe. — There are days in our lives 

noh we bury in our bearts and roll the stone 
against the door, because we fee! that no hour 
of the eventful twelve from sun to sun should 
be associated with the time that preceded or 
followed, 

ITecannot help but think that to you who 
have been there, as well as to me, Mount 
Washington represents an epoch in our lives. 

1 have never been in the White Mountains 
before—indeed, until this summer, I knew 
nothing of actually living among the mount- 
ains. The Denver & Rio Grande Railroad bas 
rushed me past that superb chain of the Rocky 
Mountains in Colorado, and I have crossed 
their backbone again on the Northern Pacific 
in going to Oregon. While in Italy I rode all 
day over the Alps, and through them in the 
St. Gothard Tunnel. But it is only a passing 
acquaintance to know mountains through a 
car window. 

It is absurd and very feminine, I acknowl- 
edge, to have the mode of reaching some 
grand spot come uppermost in the mind. I 


‘know that sublimity of the sigbt should over- 


shadow all sublunary things. Nevertheless, 
the fact of the three hours of uninterrupted 
misery ascending and descending Mount Wash- 
ington will be silhouetted on my mind after 
the other recoilections grow dim. I believe 
there is but one other railroad—that one going 
up Mount Rigi, in Switzserland—like the one 
we were obliged to taxe. Only one car is taken 
up ata time. The engine is powerful, 


though small. It seemed fright ul to me 


to have one car, full of people, hang- 
ing by what seemed to me very fra- 
he support to that little panting, struggling 
collection of compact machinery. The click 
of the cogs, which were our safeguard, seemed 
to almost stop motion as we crept up thew steep- 
est portion of the ascent. My very brains 
seemed to be set on cog-wheels as I concen- 
trated my attention on the sound, and 1 feel it 
now. The photographs show you the position, 
and doubtless your own memor.es recall the 
look of an ascending train as like nothing so 
much as a fly on a side wall. Nearly up to the 
top, at the awful Jacob's Ladder,“ as the 
steepest part is called, the men in the car 
shouted and the women screamed and dashed 
to the windows on one side. I, with the others 


who-were not looking out, suspended breath- 
ing temporarily and prepared for what seemea 
to be the inevitabie. 

The cries proved to be the excited greetings 
of tne people at sight of the first icicles of the 
season banging to a gaunt aspen tree stripped 
of its last leaf. It certain.y is not the best 
plan in the world to give unexpected shrieks, 
especially as there are always women like me 
who won't lean back on the seat for fear the 
pressure may burl the car downward. And I 
knew if women were. made to own up they 
would confess to that effo:t not to take long 
breaths and to sit light so as to make the prog- 
ress upward more secure and easy. I also 
frankly own to not baving seen much of the 
outside worid ascending or descending. 


A MOUNTAIN GRAVE. 

I was so thank! ul the train did not stop in 
mid-air, as it were, to throw a stone on me 
young girl's grave, whose headstone states 
that she perished from the cold when lost on 
the mountain many yearsago. She already 
lies under a perfect billock of rocks dropped 
by sympathizing tourists. Rehearsing far-back 
funeral scenes on the ri edge of nothing 
is a sort of prolonged agony Tn which sorrow 
for the girl is somewhat obscured by selfish 
terror for yourself. I did look out far enough 
as we were crawling above vegetation at the 
curious growth of the last green 
things. The spruce kept growing closer 
and closer to ground as we 
ascended. Their short trunks and brancbes 
are all gnarled and twisted as if they were de- 
termined to grow in spite of tornado and ice. 
They seemed to me like human beings writh. 
ing into existence, Mhotting and doubling their 
branches in a dumb, determined fight aga:nst 
annih lation. Be; ond the last line of green there 
come the bark-stripped, bieached, and some- 
times upturned trees which bring to my mind 
the illustrations in Dante's “Inferno,"’ where 
the“forest takes on shapes of human beings. A 
branch is stretched out here and there appcal- 
ingly, i. ke an arm or limb of the body of those 
Wo die in agony. Indeed, most of these 
stunted trees are contorted and bent into hide- 
ous effigies of suffering beings in the throes of 
dissoiution. 

Coming down from the mountain I literally 
saw nothing. It was far more awful than go- 
ing up. The air-brake made us quiver, as well 
as the car, by its force in bolding us back, and 
we crept down declines when it seemed that 
we must go head first over the engine. To add 
to my terror before we started I bad seen the 
tender of the engine in front of us, as well as 
our own, fliled w.th people sitting on the fire- 
wood to get the open view. Thinking how the 
engineer was to see through these people at 
the track in advance, for the tender precedes 
the engine, was a probiem that exercised my 
mind till I reached the foot of the mountain. 


DECIDEDLY PROBLEMATICAL, 

It seems there was onve a woman descending 
Mount Washington who was not too frightened 
to ask questions even under those absorbing 
circumstances. She plied the conductor as to 
what would happen if the cog gave way. 
“There is another in reserve in case of acci- 
dent, be suavely replied. She went on per- 
sistentiy: **‘ What if that breaks. where would 
we go? The queries ceased when he an- 
swered: Madam, that depends wholly upon 
your former life.” 

What was my amazement to find that our 
conductor, who looked the veritable son of 
these rigid, rock- bound shores, and couid be 
traced by the solemn lines of his inflexible 
face in a direct line to a Puritan forefather, 
had made the descent of e:ght miles, over 
which we had toiled for an hour and a half, in 
four minutes. He used whatis called aslide— 
a simple wooden frame which they let fly at 
tne top, and there’s no stopping it till the foot 
is reached. I know men, dashing and brave. 
who would sooner lead a Balaklava charge 
than tace that dizzy descent. How this man 
got enough air into the contracted New Eu- 
giand lungs mystifies me. It is well known 
what training it requires for the jockeys who 
ride or drive atracés to accustom themselves 
to breathing when rusting so swiftiy tarongh 
the air. lremember once speeding my borse 
to see what he could doin a mile, and it made 
my iungs feel like deserted halis’’ before I 
bad finshed. Referring to the purgatory that 


the ascent and descent repiesent must not dis- 


courage any One, for the paradise at the sum- 
mit is an ample recompense. 

When we stepped, with inexpressible relief, 
from the car onto the piatiorm in front of the 
Tip-Top House, we began to be duly impressed 
with our rise in the worid, and the mention of 
6,500 ieet above the sea intensified our exalted 
feelings. But one of our party mentioned 
James Peak, and spoke of ber 11,000 foet climb 
to its summit, and we said no more. 

- L[ thought, as I looked ‘off over the wonderful 
view, that this must be the mount ou which 
our Lord was tempted. Then I remembered 
that Satan was obsolete, and everything sup- 
posed to be figurative, and I concluded, too, 
that even if i: bad ail been a veritable mount- 
ain, this would not bave been the spot that 
would have tempted me. 

Possibly looking on civilization might have 
unsettied my determination to resist, but the 
vastness, the grandeur, the awe of the scene 
about us made me soon tong for sight of a 
valley witha thread of smoke indicating a 
chimney about which a bappy family gathered. 

It would never do for me to be a signal of- 
ficer on uny iofty, awe-inspiring spot. 

It makes me lonesome to look at a paintmg 
of u still-life landscape, and a Corot gives mea

’ ‘STUDENTS AS WAITERS. 


It was some time before I realized that at the 
Summit House, Fabyan’s, Crawford’s, and 
here at the Profile we were waited on by stu- 
dents and teachers from all over New En- 
land. I noticed that they were swift, light- 
footed, 
steered their way down the long dining-room 
without coiliding with each other; but when I 
learned who they were I n to ask ques- 
tions, and lost no face that passed me. The 
proprietor of one of the hotels told me that his 
father had first emplo ed them thirty years 
before; that they never made any trouble, and 
were in that respect in marked contrast to the 
* biddies be employed in the laundry. This 
very prosaic man sighed when he said, The 
worst of it is, after the second year, they will 
marry.’ I tried to convince him that in a 
country whose census proves the unmarried 
women far outnumber the men he ought to 
consider himself a public benefactor for acting 
as the fairy godmother and furnishing the 
prince to the foriorn maiden. 

The very bouquets on the dining-room 
table gave evidence of refined taste. 
The dining-room ceilings were hung with 
garlands of evergreen: and rustic baskets of 
feathery ferns. This made a delicate canopy 
over the heads of the waitresses, who were 
dressed in white gowns, and our dinners, thus 
served, seemed doubly attractive. When a 
gentie-voiced girl leaned over me and asked if 
I would have Irish or sweet potatoes I not 
only torgot to answer, but feil to thinking it 
was no wonder men proposed to such girls the 
second yeur, ia spite of the opposition of the 
proprietor. a ‘ 

If they sat in the halls in the afternoon or 
evening on duty as waiting-chamberma ds 
they read, embrvuidered, or wrote. A few col- 
lege meu were scattered through the dining- 
room as waiters. I thought what strength of 
mind it required to take a menial position to 
earn money for an education, and felt chat, if 
I were a man, I would rather pound stones on 
a bighway than don a wa.ter’s apron and fetch 
and carry. Still, the wages n week is the 
lowest—and the tips send them bome with 
goodly sums. Author proof that. it one 
spects himself it is very apt to command 
respect ia others is the fact that they are 
rarely spoken to roughly. One of the wait- 
resses told me she was always treated with 
courtesy. 

Here at the Profile’’ we find the mountains 
sbut us in, and peopie sensitive to surround- 
ings teil me that they feel smothered and op- 
pressed in this valley. I feei positive relief in 
not bemg coustantly awed, and my soul rests 
from its sensation of silent wonder at the vast- 
ness of the giobe. Then there are two littie 
jewels of lakes lying in this hollow 
cup on which. the mountains look. One 
has a marvelous echo, and the other 
mirrors in its still depths the mountains and 
reproduces their veivet greenness.” Both 
might be named “Pend d'Orellle,“ after 
the fovely sheet of water, so like Lake Como, 
which is passed on the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road. 

THE OLD MAN OF THE MOUNTAIN. 


I fell to thinking that they might be the 
earrings of the last bride of the Old Man of 
the Mountam,“ whose sphinx-like face looks 
off from the very sharpest side of the almost 
perpendicular mountain over what he would 
seem to ciaim as his domain. Aiter ail, it is 
no wonder that people teil you, year after 
year, before you see this rocky wonder, that it 
is the most interesting of ali the sights. No 
wonder, either, that the Indians once wor- 
shiped him as their god. As we looked up at 
the profile ciearly cut against the biuest of 
skies it seemed that it might possibly 
be ten feet in length. In reality it is 
nearly sixty feet from forehead to chin. 
J rejoiced to be told that his face was inaccess- 
ible. Except fur this, be might,now be mutely 
in:orming us what wonders sapolio would ac- 
ecomp.ish. The advertising flends would revel 
in his thirty feet of cheek. and the dignified 
old face would be sacrilegiousiy used to 
sound their glories forth.“ 

It rests you to sit in so still a place as the 
shores of the motioniess lake and look at the 
grand, placid face against the sky. It seemed 
almost too bad that a modern parasol shouid 
cast ite scariet shadow from the pieasure boat 
into the green depths of the water. 

It is no wonder that the brain-workers seek 
this heaven of repose. One of my friends, 
Mrs. Bridge of New York, tells me that nine 
years ago her husband and herself came up 
here ana took a cottage next the 
hotel because they were invalided and 
the doctor ordered mountain lite. 
Ever since they have been coming, and there is 
no trace of an invalid in nis raddy face, nor in 
the clear skin and bright eyes of his wife. 
Mr. Samuel Prime, whom you know as our 
Izaac Walton, and who wrote “I Go A-Fish- 
ing,” bought, with Mr. Br.dge, most of the top 
of Cannon Mountain, where, beyond the stony 
frexnk which resembles a cannon, the * old 
man’’ remains forever on guard. The built 
a cubin, with room for guests, and here they 
come to fish and rest. One of the prominent 
journalists of Boston told me of a visit he had 
paid them up in their eyrie, and said that their 
enthusiagm over the trout they catch in the 
lake near their cabin never dies out. And for 
a man like Mr. Prime, who had fished all over 
the world, from whale in the North Sea to 
sturgeon in the Volga, it was a tribute to trout 
that only a fisherman can understand. I saw 
some big men with a small string of infinites- 
imal trout gather a crowd of people about 
them in a twinkiitig when they entered the 
office here. 

Though the ascent to the mountain cabin is 
80 steep t takes a strong man’s best breath to 
make it, my friend told me they seemed to 
have had every necessary comfort carried up 
there. They employ a mountaineer who can 
bunt, fish, and cook, and who even gave them 
batter-cakes and mapile-sirup as a “ top-off”’ 
for the breukfust. Sometimes Mrs. Bridge 
takes a rest up there, for when they come 
from New York and its rush, even cottage lite 
below does not quite revive ber. She telis me 
the same round of artists and literary people 
eome up here every summer to breathe in 
ozone for their busy «ater in town. Imagine 
Charles Dudley Warner, Mr. Prime and his 
talented sister. Mrs. Siosson, Reinhart, the ar- 
tist, Rose Terry Cooke, with her saems beart, 
and ‘ever o many Others gatherimg 
about the greft fire-piace at night, fo: they

OUR NEW MINISTER TO SPAIN, 


THE HON. AND REV. JABEZ L. M. CURRY OF 
VIRGINIA. 
Jabez L. M. Curry, who has been appointed 
by President Cleveland Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary to Spain, is a 
Baptist preacher, and Professor in the Rich- 
mond University of Virginia. He is 60 years 
oid and a man of education, with considerable 
acquirements asa linguist. He was formerly 
quite a politician, but for the last twenty years 
has been as much out of active politics as were 
Lawton and Jackson. He is of the nature of a 
discovery by Mr. Bayard. Mr. Curry has a 
high character and goud social standing, but is 
as little known as was Mr. Phelps when brought 
out for the English mission. He was born in 
Lincoln County, Georgia, where he remained 
until 13 years of age, when he went to Taila- 
dega County, Alabama, with his father. His 
father was in comfortable circumstances and 
was able to give his son a good education. He 
graduated from the University of Georgia in 
1848 at the age of 18, and from the law school 
of Harvard University two years later. He re- 
turned home to Alabama afterward and prac- 
ticed law. 


part in the Mexican War. He did not stay long 
in the service, but soon retired on account of 
ili-health. He served as a member of the Ala- 
bama Legisiature from 1847 to 1855, and was a 
Presidential Blector in 1856. The next year he 
was elected to Congress. He was not then con- 
sidered a man of much importance, and was 
not given à place upon any of the leading com- 
mittees. He wus put upon the Revolutionary 
Claims Committee and upon the Committee on 
Expenditures in the State Department. It was 
possibly his service on this committee which 
gave bim his dipiomatic training which secured 
his present appointment. He was reélecied to 
the next Congress, and had only one commit- 
tee then, that of Naval Affars. He withdrew 
with the seceding members in 1861, became a 
mem er of the Con.ederate Congress, and re- 
mained in that body till the close of the War. 

At the downfall of the Rebeilion he experi- 
enced religion, studied for the ministry, and 
was ordained as a Baptist preacher. 
he became President ot the Harvard College in 
Alabuma. In 1868 he returned to Richmond, 
where be was made a Prefessor in the Rioh- 
mond University, which position he now holds. 
He is said to have a fine kuowiedge of the 
Spanish language. The appointment was 
given to Virginia to heal the wounds made by 
the Keiley disaster.

GAMBETTA’S SUCCESSOR. 


M. CLEMENCEAU, THE DARING FRENCHMAN 
WHO HAS BEARDED ENGLAND—SEETCH 
OF HIS LIFE. 


Gambetta seems to have 
fallen upon M. Ciémenceau, and whether be 
will carry it with the dignity of his predecessor 
or not he will, without doubt, be one of the 
makers of French history. Of late he bas 
made himself Conspicuous in calling for an ex- 
planation from England on account ot the 
death of Ollivier Pain, upon whose head, it is 
said, the English commanders in the Soudan 
set a price, causing hig assasination. 

Clémenceau was born at Mouillerou-en- 
Pareds Sept. 28, 1841, and began his profession- 
al studies at Nantes, finishiig them at Paris, 
where, in 1869, he was created a Doctor of 
Medicine. After the revolution of Sept. 4, 1870, 
he was appointed Mayor of the Righteenth 
Arrondissement of Paris. At the election of 
Feb. 8, 1871, be was chosen as a representative 
of the Department of the Seine in the National 
Assembly. Soon after be endeavored to save 
the lives of Gens, Lecomte and Clem- 
ent Thomas, but in vain, forzhe did not arrive 
at the Rue des Rosiers until after their execu- 
tion. On this occasion the Central Committee 
of the Communists, which was sitting at the 

Otel de Ville, resolved that Clémenceau 
should be arrested, but he managed to elude 
the vigilance of the insurrectionists. When 
the murderers were put upon their trial some 
of the witnesses accused Ciémenceau of not 
having interfered as early as he might have 
done, but the latter was warmly defended by 
Col. Langlois. The affair resuited ina duel 
between Clémenceau and M. ie Commandant 
de Poussarques, and the latter was wounded. 
July 23, 1871, M. Ciémenceau was elected a 
member of the Municipal Council of Paris for 
the Clignaucourt Quarter. Nov. 29, 1874, he 
was reGiecied to the Council, of which he be- 
came President in 1875. In April, 1876, he re- 
signed his piece in the Council, and in 1877 
was elected to the National Assembly. He 
soon made himseif conspicuous—joining the 
Radicals. As an orator he is espe 
cially brilliant and is most effective in 
extempore speeches. He, however, lacks 
many of the qualities esteemed necessary toa 
party leader of the highest order. of which 
Before the late 
election he and his compatriots issued a mani- 
festo proposing the abolition of the Senate and 
of the Presidency of the Republic, the disen- 
dowment of the church, the substitution of a 
nationai militia for a standing army, the aboli- 
tion of all taxes on food ana all octrois, a tax 
on capital, and the abolinon of all hereditary 
property not transmitted in direct descent. In 
other words, when a mar dies without chii- 
dren his estate should not pass to nepbewsor 
other collateral heirs, but be taken possession 
of by the State.

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 10.—[{Special.]—The ex- 
amination of Henry ©. Roeth, charged with 
devising a scheme to defraud and in pursu- 
ance of it placing letters in the United States 
mail, was begun yesterday before Commission- 
er Probasco. After hearing two witnesses 
from without the city the case was continued 
to next Thursday to enable the defendant to 
procure counsel.

SHE MIKADO CRAZE. 


“Could you give the readers of Tun TriBune 
a few suggestions about decorating ‘a Mikado 
room? , 

HOW TO DO THE DECORATING. 

“Well, you remind me of a fellow who goes 
into an umbrella shop on a wet day to burrow 
an umbreiia, but as all classes of your readers 
cannot afford to patronize decorative-art ex- 
perts, I suppose I might as well be public-spir- 
ited enough to accede to your request. 

Tue essential point in making your Mikado 
room is to have it consistently &la Japonesque. 
Chinese matting can be bought at any carpet 
store at prices ranging from 15 to 28 cents a 
yard, and for these figures it is remarkably 
cheap, because it is clean and durable. It is 
not, however, adapted to rough wear, and is 
unsuitable for balls and @iuing-rooms, espe- 
cially public ones. After the floor is provided 
for by the ‘old gold’ hue, which forms a cap- 
ital foil for the more blass and vigorous mural 
colors, the next thing is a dado, which some 
people incorrectly pronounce dau-do.“ The 
word is from the Spanish. It means the limit 
for ünger- reach, and is intended as a guard 
against the smearings of the hands of the little 
folks. I would suggest that the dado be 
formed of Japanese crape-paper pictures. 
which cost about one to five cents per running 
foot. They are extremeiy bright and attract- 
ive, and brighten up a room iike the sunburst 
through the clouds of a stormy sky. Below 
the dado and reaching to the floor Japanese 
ebintz, costing from 25 to 50 cents per yard of 
eighty inches in width, will be found as cheap 
and suitable as anything, and a hundred times 
more durable than medium-priced wall-paper. 
Colors can be selected ad lib., and there is a 
great variety to choose from. The darker 
colors are, in my opinion, the best, because 
band-priate or furniture marks wil not spoil 
dark-patterned chintz. The upper part of the 
walls above the dado can either be left in 
its calcimined state or can be hung 
with chiaiz of brighter colors. To those who 
leave the walis bare above the dado I would 
recommend the use of the ‘Kakemono,’ the 
artistic scrolis or banners 80 familiar to the 
student of the Japonesgue. These range in 
price according to the material of which they 
are made, paper as strong as linen answering 
the purpose as well as silk or satin. It must 
be remembered, hewever, that the price ot the 
kakemono is largely dependent on the qualhy 
of the art work thereon. An ordinary-sized 
room will take from ten to fifteen of these 
scroils, which sbould not be of uniform size, 
because irregularity is the basic idea of Jap- 
anese decoration in contradistinction to uni- 
formity, which is .the Western idea. The 
kakemono range iu price from 10 cents to $20 


_apiece—a very wide margin, indeed, and be- 


tween such limite as will satisfy the most es- 
thetic tastes. Between the banners is the 
place for fans, curio cabinets, etc. The fan is 
a branch of Japanese art which requires an 
article—nay, a Whole volume—to itself. All 
true Japanese fans are beautiful art objects, 
more or less. The price is not always an index 
of their esthetic value. I have seen a five-cent 
fan which fills my bumble idea of artistic 
beauty tc a larger extent than one costing 
twenty times as mucn. For wall cecoration 
the fan is indispensable, and there is 
no limit to the fanciful and beautiful 
specimens which a peraon of ordinary taste 
can secure at a comparatively trifling expense. 
The merest amateur need not be afaaia of in- 
congruousness of color. The more ‘bizarre’ 
and startling the effect, the nearer will be tne 
approuch to the real Japonesque, and 

of color cannot be feared, as the native artists 
are distinctive barmonizers of tints.“

buoyant humor, and the perfect absence of 
that straining for effect which mars ali modern 
effort. And above all is one enchanted with 
the bumanity that has kept the old comedy 
gweet through the centuries that have wit- 
nessed the decay of so many pretentious 
dramas. The authors of this age are great in 
littie things; they strive to catch the local 
color of their story, while the color of human- 
ity grows fainter and more elusive. In model- 
ing the sandal! of the statue they too often lose 
the majesty of the face. But Shakspeare wrote 
for ihe common men and women of an unorit- 
4eai age, and the figures beset upon the boards 
were like those be saw about him in the streets 


of London. Only when some creature rises to 


eur of*a type does it cease to 
be distinctly English. Othello is Orient- 
al; Lear is a bowed Titan of the 
primeval world; Hamlet is the epitome of seven- 
belonging to the 
world at large rather than to the Castle of 
Eisinore. The ideal or purely poetic person- 
- ages like Viola, Imogen, and Rosalind can be 
claimed by no age or clime, being above and 
beyond the domain of realism. But the 
Dromios are English servants just like those 
the poet saw about him: the Antipboli might 
belong to Cheapside as well as to Ephesus. 
That the characters were natural and lifelike 
was enough for the mass of playgoers of Eliza- 
beth’s day who knew nothing of Athens or 
Asia. Now that archeology can reproduce 
with appropriate correctness the dress and sur- 
roundings of the ancients an additional charm 
is given to the comedy in making it pictori- 
ally striking aud historically instructive. 
Messers. Robson and Crane found themselves 
in a dilema when they proceded to revive the

MUSIC. 


CARL WOLFSOHN’S ACCOUNT OF WHAT HE 
SAW AND HEARD AT FRANKFORT AND 
VIENNA - HANS RICHTER AS A _ CON- 
DUCTOR. 

Of all,the Chicago musicians who have re- 
ported the results of their vacation tours, no 
one had so much to talk about as Mr. Cari 
Wolfsohn, who, besides his usual visit to his 
old home at Frankfort-on-the-Main, heard 
some notabie musical performances at other 
places. The protessor arrived home a few 
days ago, looking fresh and hearty, and bub- 
bling over with enthusiasm. 

* You must have bad a fine time, Mr. Wolf- 
sohn, ‘remarked a representative of Tan 
TRIBUNE. 

„1 have, indeed,” answered he. “I bave 
heard some symphony concerts at Frankfort 
by the Berlin symphony orchestra which were 
simpiy superb. At Mannheim I heard the 
‘Egmont’ music of Beethoven played by the 
theatre orchestra, in connection with the 
tragedy, in a manner which was most delight- 
ful. Such precision, such intensity, such 
reverence no one would look for in such a 
auarter. Then, too, I bave been to 
Vienna, where 1 bave heard the most 
satisfactory performances of Wagner's 
*Lobengrin’ and * Meistersinger —perform- 
ances which were a revelation to me and 
have kirdied again all my old enthusiasm for 
music. I feel like a boy once more. Again I 
would play the piano—I, who have so often 
told you that piano-piaying interested me no 
longer.“ 

* Do you mean to say that you have really 
heard better orchestral piaying than we are 
used to in Amerioa under Thomas?“ asked 
the listener. 

„Better? Unquestionably. Wherein? Not 
in the mere piaying of the notes—we have all 
that with Thomas. Not in the unity of the dif- 
ferent players upon the same part; that, also, 
we have. Notin the outward observance of 
the phrasing and the discriminative shading of 
ine ideas: these, also, we have with Tuomas. 
What 1 bave heard went so far beyond all 
these, wh ch I might call the rudiments of per- 
fec that they were not even thought or. 
But you shall bear. 

* tor example, the Frankfort concerts 
by the Berlin symphony orchestra. This 
organization consists of sixty piayers or 
thereabouts, none of whom are connected 
with theatres. ‘There are twelve first violins; 
every man is a master. They piay at times 
under four different conductors—namel: : 
Joachim, Wuliner, Klindworth, and Raddeaer. 
The last named conducted the concerts at 


Frankiort. What pleased me most were the. 


tempos and the intensity with which they 
payed Beethoven's fifth symphony. The 
movement was slower than Thomas takes it— 
siow enough to allow the ear to take in and 
reahze the eighth-note motion of the first 
part, where in rapid tempo the ear overlooks 
the particulars so that much of the 
effect intended by the composer is lost.

As soon as ‘ Loven- 
grin’ began to be played upon the smaller 
Stages the music suffered from the routine- 
like and meaningless way of piaying it. duch a 
manner of play grew up very naturally 
in the smaller cities, where the players telt se- 
cure in their positions, and where they bad no 
artistic impuise save such as could be gathered 
from a continual round of the lesser composers 
and the easy-going Italians, like Rossini, Belli- 
ni, Donizetti, ete. Wagner's music played in 
this way was simp'y nonsense, and necessarily 
had no effect. Accordingly Wagner conceived 
the idea of founding an orchestral school at 
Bayreuth to which players could come and 
learn how to play with feeling. .* Here,’ said 
be, will come the smgers to receive from me 
the spirit in which my music must be given; 
and here also must come the players, that day 
by day they may hear my music sung, their 
ears thereby becoming attuned to my style of 
melody just as now their ears are vitiated by 
the day routine of meaningless common- 
places. The idea of making an orchestra vocal 
in the style of its interpretations was not new 
with Wagner. It bas been known fora long 
time that the only way to render Mozart's 
music enjoyable is to sing it, or to play it ex- 
actiy as in singing. Even upon that dryest of 
instruments, the pianoforte, an adagio must 
be played as if it were sung, and in fact the 
player must feel exactly as if he were 
singing with ue fingers. In the case 
of Wagner’s music the necessity for a singing 
style of performance was urgent upon many 
sides. The melody itself is determined by the 
expressive cadence of the words which it un- 
dertakes to iliustrate. Then. too, the structure 
of the mus o is so complicated as to deprive 
ordinary players of even their ordinary ease in 
playing, in consequence of which their work 
degenerated into parrot-like repetinons of 
laboriously-acquired sequences. The song- 
like accent and swell, and above all the voca! 
intensity—that something which puisates di- 
rectiy fromthe heertof the singer—were want- 
ing. All this had to be changed, Wagner 
knew, but his scheme never came to 
anything. What be did accumplish was 
little short of superhuman without that. The 
performances of ‘The Ring’ and Parsifal at 
Bayreuth brought together.there as perform- 
ere Or spectators the cream of the entire mus- 
ical world, with the effect of giving the widest 
possible diffusion, if not to the whole Wagner 
tradition, at least to the fact that there was a 
Wagner tradition, and that his music inter- 
preted by the aid of it was not only as lumi- 
nous as any but, perhaps, the most impressive 
and entrancing that the world has seen. Ati

RACING REFORMS. 


PLANS TO CIRCUMVENT THE PROFESSION- 
, ALS WHO RUN THEIR OWN HORSES AND 

ACT AS BOOKMAKERS, 

New York, Oct. 10.—(|Special.|—The Amer- 
ican Jocky Club has under inyestigahon the 
cases of three professional gambiers who ran 
horses of their own last summer at Jerome 
Park, Bheepshead Bay, and Long Branch, and 
at the game time made books on the races. 
The committee bas decided to report in favor 
of a rule forbidding bookmakers to enter 
horses for any races, and this is certain to be 
adopted. The evidence was clear that these 
operators made little attempt among their kind 
to conceal their frauds, but that their schemes 
to swindle the betting outsiders were consid- 
ered a quite legitimate part of their business. 
This action will be followed, it is expected, 
by other turf clubs. Steeplechases are to 
be abolished, in consequence of their adapta- 
bility tor unfairness, and selling races are 
likely to go too. The three clubs owning the 
mentioned tracks are in substantial accord 
in a determination to suppress tne gambiers. 
The plan experimentaily tried tor one day at 
Sheepshead Bay, in order to mage up a case 
for decision by a court as to its legality, will 
be adopted if judicially sanctioned as not a 
violation of the anti-gambiing jaw. It makes 
the clubs the controllers of all betting, and tbe 
betters become nominally subseribere to a 
purse for the wiuning horse, to whose owner a 
siight percentage of the sum received is given, 
the rest be.ng apportioned among the lucky in- 
vestors.

Several important im- 
provements are talked of to the north on the 
line of the Chicago & Evanston Road, where 
there have recently been two or three sales 
of acres: the demand for boulevard lots 1s on 
the gain; and desirable lots and buildings on 
the West Side will soon change bands. The 
better class of residences are in good demand, 
but the cheaper ones and the much-abused 
Hats are in disfavor. The trade in small lots

The attention of capitalists and business- 
men is naturally attracted to Michigan avenue 
north of Van Buren street and that part of 
Dearborn street which has recently ‘been 
opened, as furnishing the best opportunities 
for improvement in the busiest part of the 
city. Some of the more enthusiastic will have 
it that there is a boom on Michigan avenue, 

though transactions are not numerous. It is 
understood that a large bonus has been bid for 
the Brooks property on the southwest corner 
of Monroe street, recently purchased at a cost 
of over $100,000, but it is not for sale.

Hiche- 
lieu is a very rich and elaborate affuir; and cne 
Studebaker Bui ding, now being erected, wili 
be one of the most impressive in Chicago. An 
expert says that Michigan avenue will be the 
great locality of the city for hotels. Some of 
the recent bidders for jots there were hotel- 
men. A number of merchants, too, who will 
soon be obliged to enlarge their accommoda- 
tions, are looking that way. 

As for the newly-paved portion of Dearborn 
street, some bids for inside lote at the rute of 
$700 afoot have recentiy been made, and the 
corners are of course worth more. To judge 
trom the talk of the real-estate men, it will not 


‘be long beiore all tne vacant space is taken up 


with new buildimgs, though none of the plans 
are yet quite matured. Only one or two small 
patches are understood to be for sale. Before 
the pavement was laid $400 a foot was consid- 
ered a good price for the land.
